SBPBECHS 
Gentlemen of the Council, and 
| Gentlemen of the House of Representatives : 


The recent election made by the enlightened freemen of Vermont, has laid me under obli- 
gations deeply affecting, and calléd me to the performance of duties that ought to excite and 
bring into action all the powers I possess, for the promotion of the public good. 


The approbation of my fellow citizens of my pist servicés in subordinate stations, in which 
they have heretofore placed me, implied by their suffrages in the present election—a favor I 
never sought, never expected, but has been freely given, I view as the greatest reward in their 
power to bestow. It is received with the deepest gratitude. 


As to the future, the same honest intentions that have marked the past, will direct my con- 
duct. {ï should, however, shrink from the trust assumed, but for the reliance on that kind 
overruling Providence, from whom I have so often found support, and upon your good will, 
indulgence and co-operation,—with the hope of these, I engage in the work before me. í 


Those who are the best acquainted with my past conduct, will expect a frank disclosure of 
my own views, on every occasion when duty requires it. 


. In making a few remarks, not so directly connected with the ordinary business of legisla- 
tion, but of no less vital interest to community, apolegy may be thought nécessary ; and the 
only one I can make, is the ardent desire felt for the future prosperity of our country. How- 
ever conscious I might have been, that my talents were capable of doing but little sood or 
hurt, opportunities for both have not been wanting. Ever since the ado tion of our constitu- 
fion, with tke exception of three or four years, I have constantly had a direct concern in the 


—_ 
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Iovielation of this state, or that of the general government. Neither was the freedom of our 


country obtained without my participating personally in her sufferings. 


Thirty years ago, fears were suggested that the great body of the people in this country, 
would not at this time find themselves in possession of those political privileges which they 
now so richly enjoy. At that early period, I firmly resolved that my own conscience should 
never upbraid me with aiding the loss, if it must be sustained. To that resolution I have ad- 
hered; and with a view to perpetuate those privileges, is the object of these remarks, 


Our country has struggled through trying scenes,—they have all terminated im our political 
prosperity, and resulted in the stability and permanency of our institutions. At present we 
sec her rapidly advancing to that high eminence of national importance to which she evident- 
ly is destined. The people in every part ofthe Union arein the full enjoyment of all that lib- 
erty which the honest cah desire, both civil and religious 3 with the exception only of that un- 
turtunate class of the human species, held in servitude in some of our sister states. But it is 
confidently hoped, that the time is not far distant when those states may deem it expedient, in 
accordance with the philanthropic feeling of benevolent individuals and societies, to join hear- 
tily in their complete emancipation, in sucha way as shall be consistent with the safety and 
peace of community. ao 

In no other pirt of the world are the principles of freedom so well understood or so fully en- 
joyed, ` We have just cause to consider ourselves the most favored of the human family; and 
nothing can or will stop the current of this favor, unless it is obstructed by our own vice and 
tully, Let the constitution of the United States be held sacred; let none of its fundamental 
principles be altered or undermined; let no amendment take place until its necessity is obvi- 
ously shown by experience; Let the government continue to be justly and wisely administer- 
ed, and we may then expect the perpetuation of our national prosperity. If morality and pie- 
ty continue to prevail, the elections by the people will make it manifest. The national legis- 
lature will be composed of men possessing integrity as well as wisdom; such legislators will 
never betray the trust reposed in them. As tke same freemen also elect the members of the 
state governments, the same desirable result must follow as to the internal cå 
respective states. f 

It was integrity of heart and sound morality that guided onr fathers in all their sagacious 
exertions to obtain for themselves and their descendants, those peculiar~privileges we now 
enjoy, Information is of much use, but will only produce its legitimate fruits when united 
with morality, and all who are engaged in its promotion, by their precepts and example are 
affording constant aid to good government, 

_ ‘Phe general government has given the fullest proof of its ability and intention to protect 
our country from foreign aggression, and while it continues that just and magnanimous courre 
it has hitherto pursued, we have nething to fear from abroad. In the executive of that gov- ' 
ernment we have entire confidence, founded on the best proof that the same policy will be 

adhered to, during the present administration. 

The numerous attempts lately made, to amend the constitution of the United States, will 
naturally-call the attention of the state governments. A subject so deeply interesting to all, 
will not escape the jealous concera of any. Much might be apprehended from such procéed- 
ings, were less reliance placed un the national and state legislatures. So long as the great 
body af enlightened freemen are in th: belief that they now enjoy all the liberty and security 
thet human government can afford, ~.e deem our country in no danger of those evils that 
would be the natural consequence of an ardent desire of change. ' 


Permit me to add, that the people of this state have manifested as strong attachment: to 
¿heir qen inctitutions as to those of the United States. During thirty-three years, we have 
lived and prospered under our present constitution. Repeated attempts have been made by a 
small minority to amend or change that instrument, but, on every occasion, the powerful 
voice of an overwhelming majority hushed all to peace,—silenced all complaint. The short 
periods fpr which all cur elections are made; the casy and silent manner in which all are 
discharged from the public service, have been the means by which the common sense of a 
well-informed community has been carried into every department of the government. Our, 
institutions, elections, manner of legislating, customs and laws, are as strictly republican now 
as thirty years ago. We have greatly increased in numbers, in wealth, in the arts and scien- 
cos, and at the same time equality and friendly intercourse is maintained between all profess 
sions and classes of citizens in our state, beyond example. Submission to the laws has been 
as uniform,—piety and morality as much encouraged, and find as sure protection here as in 
any section of the world, Whence, then, the desire of change and thirst for novelty? In de- 
pressed circumstances they are highly useful; but in a state of unexampled prosperity, if in- 
dulged, will prove ruinous. Ccmmunity at large has a deep interest in every act of the legis- 
lature, and unborn millions may be affected by its decisions. In all the appointments you 
have to make,—in all the deliberations in which you engage, your own responsibility should 
steadily be kept in v:ew. 

While calling your attention to the immediate business of legislation before us, I am not 
sensible that any material alterations in the laws relating to any department of the govern- 
ment conld be beneficially made at this time. It seems now to be well understood, that al- 
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terations: should be made only in those eases pointed out by experience.—When these are 
provided for, let us stop. ; me 

The manner in which the two houses have transacted the business of legislation as pointed 
out by the statutes on that subject, has given universal satisfaction to the people. ‘They need 
no alteration to promote and cherish the good understanding which has heretofore existed ; 
and the friendly feeling that so fully prevailed the last session is highly important to our con- 
stituents. 


Religious liberty so well understood and so fully possessed in this state and so firmly estab- 
lished by ancient laws, has produced many salutary effects. Laws so just in themselves, and 
so safe for all, could not fail to remove complaint and promote friendship between the differ- 
ent religidus denominations in community, and peace among the people. 


Our judiciary system has been often amended, altered and changed.—The laws now in 
force are of recént date,—the people have not yet had sufficient time to form a correct epin- 
ion of their ultimate effect—Let the system remain undisturbed for the present, and in pro- 
cess of time, experience wiil mark the path of duty to be pursued by the legislature om this 
subject. 

The laws regulating and governing the militia will claim your serious attention. They 
have been so lately revised and amended, that hopes are entertained that no alteration will 
be found necessary at present. Much reliance, however, must be placed on infcrmation yet 
to be received from diticrent parts of the state, by gentlemen who have been actively employ- 
ed in carrying those laws into effect. aiig : 


Vermont has never been inattentive to the great interests of education. _ This, appears in 
all the grants of land made, and in the numerous acts passed, having for their object the in- 
struction of youth. The exertions made on this subject have proved salutary, in a high de- 
gree. 


At present, the people in this state are as well informed asin any part ofthe Union. A 
matter or such importance will ever be kept in view by every wise lesisinture. Theact ofthe 
Jast session, making provision for a permanent fund for the support of common schools, is high- 
ly commendable; and if any means can be discovered by which its resources may be increas- 
ed, the measure will meet the approbation of our constituents, and, in some future day, be 
highly applauded by their descendants. : 


Expenses of making and repsiring highways are very great, and much importance attaches 
to our laws on the subject—the public at large are interested in the improvement of these in 
use; and that others should be made where they are needed, Laws should be such that all 
may view their duty and interest united. The act passed Nov. 3, 1810, directing the disposi- 
tion of fines imposed on towns for not keeping their roads in repair, appears to Le unwise. It 
has often been the ground of encouragement to neglect present duty by the inhabitart= of 
some parts ofa town, inthe hope that a large fine might be imposed, the expenditure of which, 
would be useful to themselves and expensive to others, who hed been wore industrious. Prin- 
ciples similar are contgined in the act passed Noy. 2, 1921, but in the cave provided fcr inthis 
act, they appear unexceptionable. 


If it should be thought inexpedient, still, to abolish imprisonment for debt, yet something 
may be doue, to render commitments less numerous. Vas the creditor mace liable for ail 
those expenses now chargeable on the town, where the indigent debtor has scttlement or hap 
pens to reside, commitments would be less frequent, and much cost saved that ought never to 
have been made. The justice and utility of the measure unite in recommending it to your 
consideration. 


The appointments you have to make are numerous and importent. The peace and prosper- 
ity of the state will in no small degree depend on the wisdom manifested in this branch ot 


your duty. Integrity and ability united in the same person, are the highest recommendations 
for office, and should be kept in view, in every appointment. 


In addition to the ordinary appointments to be made, this session, a senator must be elect- 
ed, to represent this state in the senate of the United States, for six years from and after the 
3d of March next. Provision must also be made, to carry into effect the 43d section of tle 
constitution of this state, by an act, regulating the choice of a council ef censors, and fixing 
the place of their first meeting. ` 


_For more than twenty years past, the legislatura of this state has uniformly manifested its 
disapprobation of raising money by lotteries for any purpose whatever. Last session, large 
sums were offered for the privilege of selling tickets and drawing lotteries in this state; but 
every proposition of the kind was rejected, and it is believed, the great body of our citizens 
are in sentiment opposed to raising money that way; indeed, the principles of morality in 
Vermont must suffer a sad decline, before this species of gambling will be sanctioned by the 
government, or approved by the people. The numerous sales of lottery tickets made within 
the last year, has not been a little surprising to many, and especially to those who had person- 
al knowledge of all that took place at the last session. Ifthe construction be correct, lately 
given to these grants anciently made by the state to raise money by lotteries, by those who 
are principally concerned ; it is difficult to say, when the business will stop. I would suggest 
for your consideration, the propriety ofappoinung some suitable person to bring the whole sub- 
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ject before the proper authority, and obtain a legal decision 2s to all the grants on which reli- 
ance is placed for support in this specuiition. At the same time, protection may be afforded 
to many who are exposed to pecuniary penalties. This would accord with justice and sound 
policy. 

Economy is of importance in all the concerns of private life; without it, no individual can 
long be prosperous or happy. It isas essential in the affairs of governments—It has marked 
the geueral course of former legislation in Vermont, and it is presumed the present assembly 
will not be less frugal in the expenditure of the public treasure. 

Experience his shown the propriety of confining legislation to its legitimate objects. Con- 
siderable expense to the public, and great inconvenience to individuals, have already been the 
result vf indiscretion on this important subject, . 

All communications to me, from any source, proper for your consideration, will be seasona- 
bly laid before ycu. E 

To conclude, let us reflect on the past, and make a wise improvement of the experience we 
heave had—this will assist us in our future progress, and teach us how to profit by our own mis- 
takes. Let every one faithfully adhere to the dictates of his own conscience, and however 

‘great the diversity of opinion, individually expressed, may be, the result will be the united 
wisdom of the whole—and all may hope for the blessing of Divine Providence on our exer- 
tions for the promotion of the public good. 

4 shall often go wrong through defect of judgment—I ask your indulgence for my errors, 
which will never be inteational; and your support in maintaining peace and good order in 
society—and I humbly beseech God our Saviour, whose we are, and whom we ought to serve, 
to bestow his blessings on our labors, our persons, and our constituents.

The superintendent of the Vermont state prison, made the following report, viz.— 


To the General Assembly of the State of Vermont, now in session : 

The subscriber respectfully submits for the consideration of the general assembly the follow- 
iag report, relative to his proceedings as Superintendent of the Vermont State Prison, togeth- 
er with an account current exhibiting the sita ition of the same, ending Sept. 39th, 1826. 

From the encouragement heretofpre reveived in vending colored cotton goods manufactured 
at the state prison, the labors of the convicts for the past year, have been almost exclusively 
devoted to the werving of that article; and although the manuficturing of American prints 
end calicoes hive grenily increised in our country, and have in some measure checked the 
sales, and supplanted the use of plaids, stripes and checks, yet the character of our state pris- 
on goods for durability and appeirance have continued such, as to enable me to find reidy 
sales in our own state, as well as in the markets of New-York and Boston, and I believe the 
prospect is such as to warrant that it will continue good, if proper care is managed in examin- 
lug the kind and style of goods most saleable and wanted, not only for our own consumption, 
but also for foreign markets. 

I have ever, since nyy appointment to the office of superintendent of the Vermont state pris- 
on, believed that such metheds as could be adepted for the encouragement of industry in the 
prissu, and of obtaining an increase of labor to be performed over and above the ordinary 
day’s work of the convict, without producing insubordination or injury to the prisoner, was a 
duty incumbent upon me; and the general assembly, by examining my reports for the last five 
years, will perceive the benefits that have resulted by pursuing such a measure; for I am cer- 
tain that the work performed during that period has amounted to an average of at least torty 
thousand yards annually (wijdi the same number of looms employed) over and above what was 
ever perfarmed before encouragement was given to obtain over-work 5; and my own experience 
satisfies me, not only of its profit to the state, but that it is beneficial and agree ble to the 
mind of the convict who performs more than merely his ordinary day’s work, which is ten 
yards a day.—And I have no hesitation in stating, that the ordinary day’s work of ten yards 
in the summer days, and eight yards for the winter only, will not amount to a sum sufficient 
to defray the current expenses of the state prison ; but by the encouragement given by piying 
the convict one cent per yard on all work done over his diy’s work, and small premiums offer- 
ed {rom time to time in the different shops, as opportunity and circumstances will warrant, 
great advantages have resulted to the state. 

Tam happy to state, for the pist year, that although the prisoners were, in the months of 
Morch and April last, visited with a severe and distressing sickness, during which time very 
little labor could be performed to advantage. yet I have been enabled to realize a greater quan- 
tity of cloth woven at the prison the past year than in any year previous, since its éstablish- 
ment—ime«unting to one hundred and forty-nine thousand vards. ` 

The general assembly are sensible thet since the last report of the superintendent was made, 
a great decline in the prices of cotton goods has taken place; consequently the stock of yarn 
whichswas on hand in October, 1825, and was manufactured into gocds soon after, I have been 
obliged to dispose of at asum, less than cost; but the yarn purchased to supply the prison 
since the first of April list has been bought in at such a rate or reduced price (lower than ev- 
er befure known) that eventually the state will realize from the sales that have been made 
since April last, and are still making on their goods, a sufficiency to warrant the belief that 
the labors of the convicts will amount to encugh to meet the expenditures of the past year. 

Owing to the great scarcity of cash in the country the past season,and the difficulty attend- 
ing collectio is, even frora good and responsible customers, I have been under the necessity of 
drawing npn the treasurer for a sum something larger than was anticipated at the sitting of 
the Liss legislature, 

i think it proper to report that the money obtained by virtue of the law “taxing persons 
who visit the state prison” from curiosity, ameusts to $185 99 for the pist yer, which sum 
has been paid aver by the warden to the superintendent, and is passed to the credit of the 
prison.

for the present session. 


OF THE FORMATION AND DAILY MEETING OF THE HOUSE. 

_First.—The credentials of the members shall be presented to the secretary of state, or in 
his absence, the elerk of the house for the preceding year, either in the morning of the day of 
election, or on the day preceding; who shall make out a list, by counties, of such members 
as shall have presented their credentials; and shall take his seat in the house at nine o’clock 
in the morning of the day of election, and having called to order, shall proceed to call the 
members, and when a quorum shall have taken their seats they shall (having first taken the 
necessary oaths) proceed to the choice of a speaker and clerk pro tem., and on the nomination 
of the speaker, shall appoint a committee, consisting of three members from each county, to 
join such committee as the governor and council may appoint, to receive, sort and count the 
votes for governor, lieutenant governor, treasurer and councillors. 


. Second.—The house shall meet every day (Sundays excepted) at nine o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and two o’clack in the afternoon, unless otherwise specially ordered.

Fifth—Any member may excuse himself from serving on any committee, if at the time of 
his appointment he shall be a member of three other committees. 


Sizth.—When the house shall have ordered the appointment of a committee, the speaker 
shall be entitled to one recess of the house, in which to make the appointment.

OF THE RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF THE SPEAKER AND OTHER MEMBERS; 


First—The speaker shall take thé chair, at the hour to which thè house stands adjourned, 
and when a quorum shall have assembled, he shall ¢all to order and proceed to business—cau- 
sing the journals of the preceding day to be read at the opening ofthe house on each day. He 
shall preserve order, and may speak on all questions of order, in preference to any other mem- 
ber, rising from his seat for that purpose, and shall decide on all questions of order, subject 
to an appeal to the house. 

Second.—In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the gallery or lobby, the spea- 
ker may cause the same to be cleared. 


Third—If any member, in speaking, or otherwise, transgrésses the rules of the house, the 
speaker shall, or any other member may, call to order, in which case, the member so called to 
order, shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain, and the house shall, if appeal- 
ed to, decide the samé without debate. Ifthe decision be in favor of the member called to 
order; he shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, and the case require, he shall be liable 
to the censure of the house. woe 


_ Fourth.—No member shall speak more than twice to the same question, without permis- 
sion from the house, nor shall he speak a second time while the floor is claiméd by a member 
who has not spoken to the question under consideration. 


Fifth_—No member shall absènt himself from the service of the house, unless he has leave of 
absence, is sick, or unable to attend. 


Sixth—The yeas and nays shall be orderéd on any question, on motion ofa member, sustai- 
ned by at least twenty members present; and when taken, every member present shall voté 
unless excused by the house; but no member shail, be compelléd to vote who was not present 
when the question was stated from the chair, nor shall any one be permitted to vote who was 
not present when his name was called. C i 

Seventh.—No member in the minority, or who did not vote on any question, shall have a 
right to move for reconsideration thereof, nor shall a motion for re-consideration be in order, 
unless made within forty-eight hours ofter the passing of such vote. 

Eighth.—No member shall call for the yeas and nays, on any question after a vote thereon 
shall have been déclared by the speaker. 

Ninth:—Every member, on presenting a resolution, shall state, shortly, the object of it, and 
shall be held responsible for the decency of expression used therein. 

Tenth.—Every motion shall be reduced to writing By the mover, if required by the speak- 
er, or any other member : 

Eleventh.—The speaker shall have a right to call upon a member to discharge the duties of 
the chair, whenever from indisposition,-or other cause, he shall find it necessary temporarily 
to retire froin it; and when the house shall have resolved to go into committee ef the whole, 
the chairman shall be named by the speaker. 7 


Twelfin—All petitions shall be referred to a committee without reading, unless the read- 
ing shall þe demanded by a member. 


T'hirteentkh.—The house, having decided on any question, it sLall not again be krought be- 
fore the house, in any form whatever. during thé same session. E 
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Fourteenth.—The speaker shall, at the commericement of every session, appoint a door-

Sizteenth.—Any petition which shall not be presented to the house, on or before the eighth 
day of the session, shall be dismissed.

His Excellency EZRA BUTLER. 
To the legislature of the state of Vermont : 


The undersigned, commissioners appointed under an act entitled “An act for the benefit 
of the deaf and dumb,” pursuant to the directions of said, act, respectfully submit the following 
REPORT of their proceedings, with an account of the expenditures incurred by them in the 
discharge of their duties, 


The board of commissioners convened at Windsor, on the 28th day of December last, for 
the purpose of making preliminary arrangements for the discharge of their duties; and then 
directed public notice to be given of the principles which would probably be adopted in desig- 
nating the beneficiaries, and also of the time of the next meeting, by publication in all the 
newspapers in the state. 


Agreeable to this notice, the board convened at Rutland on the second Tuesday of March ; 
and proceeded to examine the returns and applications of the deaf and dumb. The returns 
not being complete, and the number of applications being greater than could be supported by 
the fund assigned, the board was of opinion that it was not expedient, at that time, to make a 
final designation of the beneficiaries, but a provisional designation only, subject to the further 
consideration of the board at their next meeting —In making this designation, and in fixing 
the terms, the board adopted as general rules—1, To select them from the class of applicants 
between the ages of fourteen and twenty-five, 2, That the term ofresidence should be four 
years, for the class of the e year ;3—-this has been variea only in those cases where the 
term assigned would cone ete four years, 3, That they should be transported to and from 
the asylum, and be furnished with clothing and medical assistance at their own expense ;—this 
has been varied only in a single instance, in which ten dollars per annum was allowed towards 
these objects. 4, That the state’s bounty should be offered to all, and that each should con- 
tribute towards his support in proportion to his ability. 5, That whatever should be required 
of the beneficiaries should be secured by a bond to she treasurer of the state, with sufficient 
surety, to be approved by a majority of the select men—and a form of a bond for that purpose 
was approved and sent to the applicants. 


Tlie number placed on the provisional list was twenty-eight. But from the imperfect in- 
formation of the circumstances of many of them, the board was not satisfied that a relative e- 
quality was attained in the terms required—and this furnished an additional reason for a re- 
vision of the cases. 


On the 2d day of May, the board convened at Windsor, for the purpose of making a final de- 
-signation of the beneficiaries; when it was found that only nineteen applications were contin- 
ued—the bonds in the other cases not having been returned. These were placed on the list 
of beneficiaries, and immediate notice given to them, 


The board, supposing it probable that other applications might be renewed, adjourned to the 
82d day of May, when it convened at Windsor. No farther applications being made, the board 
directed Mr. Everett to make the necessary arrangements for the reception of the beneficia- 
ries at the asylum, and drew an order on the treasurer for that purpose, for the sum of twelve 
hundred dollars. > ; 


On the 31st day of May last, Mr. Everett paid to the treasurer of the asylum, eleven hund- 
red dollars, on account of the first semi-annual advance for the support of the beneficiaries— 
and requested the directors of the asylum to provide for them necessary clothing and medical 
assistance, and to charge the same to the commissioners, in cases where no funds are provided 
by the parents or guardians, and to forward their accounts semi-annually. 


The expense for each beneficiary, the present year, is $115. The increase of pupils at the 
asylum, has been, as it is understood, equal to the increase of its funds—-At the above rate, 
the annual expense of nineteen beneficiaries, including $10 per annum allowed to one of them, 
will be $2195. Thesums secured by bonds payable on the Ist Oct. annually, are, for the year 
1826, 8315—for 1827, §615—for 1828, $565—and for 1829, 8450—From which it appears that 
of the fund placed at the disposal of the board, there will be required for the support of the 
class of the present year, for the year ending May, 1827, $1880—for 1828, §1580—for 1829. 
31680—and for 1830, $1745. 
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fhe board are unable from the returns made, to estimate the probable number in the clas- 
ses for the ensuing years. Some towns have neglected to make any returns, and probable 
somé of the returns may be imperfect. The whole number of the deaf and dumb returned, is 
65; of these, 19 are not proper subjects of education, 19 are in the class of the present year, 
11 are under thirteen years of age, and of the remaining 16, it is understood, 6 were unwilling 
to attend the asylum on any terms, and 9 did not accept the terms offered by the commission- 
ers; whether because they could not comply with them, or that they were unwilling to at- 
tend, is not known. 

The commissioners have drawn $1200 from the treasury of this state. Their expenditure 
will appear by their accounts presented -to the legislature. 

This report is accompanied with severa! papers and statements which will show more fully 
the views of the commissioners, and the manner in which they have discharged their duties.— 
They are given not as a part ef the report, but for the information of the legistature. i

strictly conform to the provisions of such grants—unless such grants have become obsolete, 
by the lapse of time, in which case, your committee believe that informing officers already ex- 
ist, ‘ully authorized to present the subject to the competent authority, te make “a legal de- 
ctsion.” If in these cpinions, your committee be correct, (which is with deference submit- 
ted) it follows, thaf it is neither necessary nor expedient to appoint any person on the part of 
the state, ‘‘to bring the whole subject beiore the prcper authority, and obtain a legal decision, 
as to all the grants, on which reliance is placed, for support in this speculation.”

The committee of education, to whom the memorial of the president and fellows of Middle- 
bury college wa: referred, Report, That the facts stated by the memorialists are true, and their 
views are in conformity with the progress and spirit of the times, and liberal and elevated.— 
The benefits the community have derived from this respectable seminary, attributable to vol- 
untary and individual exertions, are already invaluable. By it, the cause of public morals and 
general science, have been greatly diffused; and the institution is not deficient either in means 
or efforts, in respect to its present establishment. The facts before the committee hold forth 
evidence of strong hopes, and inspire great confidence that the institution is destined, “under 
the protection, and with the blessings of Providence,” to advance in public usefulness, and to 
. accomplish more for the common welfare. These hopes would be sooner realized, probably 
even beyond the extent anticipited, did the state possess means to furnish new facilities for a 
more extended acquisition, in those branches of science which have a direct bearing on the in- 
terests of agriculture and manufactures. The establishment of a permanent professorship, in 
Geology, Mineralogy and Chemistry, would have a tendency to improve industry and promote 
economy: These sciences should constitute a part of general education.—These objects are 
worthy of the bost and wisest efforts of legislators. 

The committee are of opinion, that-lesislative aid and patronage should be granted to the 
extent contemplated by the memorialists, were the public means adequate.—But the want of 
public ability, and indeed the total destitution of resources, beyond ordinary public calls, ren- 
ders, at this time, any legislative provision impracticable, asd any measure, in this behalf, in- 
expedient.

That the committee have bestowed all the consideration upon the subject matter contained 
in said petitions, relating to the management and police of the state prison, which the limited 
sources of information, within their reach, admitted. ‘They had indulged the hope, in com- 
mon with their fellow-citizens, that the affairs of the prison; had reached that state of 
perfection, which would enable it to sustain itself, without resorting to any further aid from 
the treasury; but they find that during the last year, near four thotisand dollars have been 
drawn from the treasury, by the superintendent. They do not intend this as a censure upon 
that officer. For any thing that appears, he has discharged his duty faithfully ; but are rather 
disposed to believe the pressure of the times rendered that step necessary. They have exam- 
ined the superintendent, and heard the opinions of several other gentlemen residing in the vi- 
cinity of the prison, as to the expediency of abolishing the office of warden. They find that 
it has been the practice to employ a deputy warden, who performs a great proportion of the 
active duties of warden. ‘The superintendent, in answer to interrogatories put by the commit- 
tee, expressed his opinion that a keeper, at a salary of from 150 to 200 dollars, being about the 
same as now paid to the deputy warden, might maintain the police of the prison, as eifectual- 
Iy, as it is now maintained.—And that the domestic affairs might be comfortably carried on, 
without the aid of a family residing in the prison-house. The compensation allowed to the 
warden, by law, is a salary of four hundred dollars, and his board—Ever since the present in- 
cumbent has held that office, he has kept a considerable portion of his family with hini—gene- 
rally consisting of his wife, two daughters, and two young sons; who, together with the offi- 
cers of the prison, the guard, &c. &c. have constituted one family, and been boarded at the 

ublic expense.—The superintendent has allowed him the wages of two female domestics; and 
it is understood that his daughters have generally performed these duties ;—the other members 
of his immediate family do not appear to have had any employment in connexion with the 
ptison. Although the committee are of opinion that the expense of boarding the warden’s 
wife and two sons are not authorized by the existing laws, yet they will do him the justice to 
say, that they believe he considered himself entitled to this allowance, from the fact that a 
similar allowance was made, by contract, to the keeper before the office of warden was estab- 
lished. Upon the whole, they have come to the conclusion not to recommend the abolition 
of the office of warden; nor any alterations in the regulations or police of the prison. They 
therefore ask to be discharged from the further consideration of said petitions.

REPORT: 
Fo the Hon. General Assembly, now sitting— 


The committee on roads and canals, to whom the above petition was recommitted, Report, 
‘That they have re-examined the same, and find that the grant requested is for a turnpike road 
about eleven miles in length, running from the foot of the range of the Green Mountains, in 
Glastenbury, and near the south line of said town; running over said mountains, where noin- 
habitants have settled, and the land will neveradmit of many settlements, to the forge in Som- 
erset; and there meets a travelled road through Dover, down the south branch of West Riv- 
er, to Josiah Taft’s, in Dummerston, on West River; thence crossing West River, over a 
considerable rise of land, to the Connecticut River road, in Dummerston. The present road 
in Dummerston is in good repair, but is, iri some places, for short distances, upon an angle 
of between nine and eleven degrees. A survey of the same route, by order of the supreme 
court, has been made, from Connecticut river, at a point in Dummerston, where a toll bridge 
has been granted and a passable road has Leen lately laid out, and a considerable part thereof 
worked, to Keene in New Hampshire; which survey extends to Bennington meeting-house.— 
By means of the survey, many of the stcepest parts of the old road will be avoided, and no 
part of the road will be over an angle of seven degrees, (except very short distances,) and‘ the 
whole distance of the new survey, including the grant prayed for, is 43 miles and 136 rods ;— 
and intersects or enters into the road from Brattleborough, up the West River, to the court- 
house in Newfane, about six miles from Brattleborough; which survey has been accepted by 
the supreme court. The road thus surveyed may be all easily worked, except that part therc- 
of where the grant of a turnpike is requested; and will be the most direct and level road of 
travel for the inhabitants residing in the north-easterly part of Windham coanty, to Troy and 
Albany ; and also for the adjacent parts of New Hampshire ; and may be made an easier road 
of travel from Brattleborough to Bennington,. than the present road, although about five miles 
further; and it will greatly facilitate the transportation of ore from a valuable bed in Somer- 
set, Your committee further find that there is an old read from Brattleberough to Benning- 
ton, made more than twenty years ago, under a grant of a turnpike, called the Windham tnrn- 
pike company, running from the east part of Bennington to Brattleborough, through the towns 
of Woodiord, Readsborough, part of Stamford, Wilmington and Marlborough—and is the dis- 
tance of about forty miles; on which a stage runs, and a mail carried threce times per week, 
and unites at Bennington with the Albany stage route, from Rutland. The turnpike road was 
built and made at the expense of about forty thousand dollars, and is through a very moun-« 
tamous and uneven country, and some parts thereof thinly settled. The whole length of the 
grant wes about thirty-four miles; of whieh seventeen miles east of Deerfield riyer has been 
surreudered by the corporation to the public, and has become a public road. Three gates re- 
main on said grant for the purposes of collecting toll; but the toll received at these gates will 
not keep the remaining part of the turnpike in necessary repair, erd give tke corporation a 
reasonable interest on their capital stock. :

The speaker communicated to the house the following dissent of Mr. REUBEN H. BLACK- 
MER, a member ofthis house from the town of Dorset, which is entered on the Journal in o- 
bedience to tne requirement of the 14th section of the constitution of this state—viz : 


The undersigned being in the minority on the vote, granting leave to the petitioners, in the 
petition of Alonzo Selden and others, to bring in a bill for the repeal of an act, passd Nov. 17, 
1825, annexing Tabor-leg, so called, to Dorset, which leave, by said vote, was refused—Offers 
the following reasons, for dissent from said yote, to be entered on the journals of the hnuse, 
namely :—SBecause it did appear, that said act originated from the most unworthy motives, to 
wit: lust of power—was carried through the legislature by falsehood—is of no advantage to 
the inhabitants so annexed ; but is fraught with innumerable evils to the town of Dorset.—Be- 
cause Dorset has never consented to have said “leg” annexed; neither did have any intimation 
of such an attempt, until after the subject was brought before the legislature.—And to pass 
anact, under such circumstances, is contrary to every principle of reason, equity and law ; 
and contrary to the present and long established rule of this house, to wit : that no alteration 
of a town ought to be made, without its consent.—Because all the inhabitants on said “ leg” 
have not, and will not, consent to be severed from Mount Tabor, and annexed to Dorset.—And 
I do believe it to be an unwarrantable.assumption of power, in any legislature, thus to trans- 
fer, even a single individual.—Because I do consider, that the right of electing a representa- 
tive, was by the constitution, exclusively vested in the inhabitants within the original char- 
tered limits of the town; and that this was one condition, on which our constitution was 
adopted; and therefore, that the legislature cannot give to others, a right to participate in 
such election, against the voice of the town, without violating the obligation of that contract. 
—Because, Ido not believe, that the framers, nor adopters of our constitution, intended to 
give to the legislature the supreme power to alter towns without their consent; nor do I be- 
lieve, that any council of censors would ever recommend, or any convention of delegates, ev- 
er sanction such a principle.—Because this law, divests the inhabitants of Dorset, of vested 
school monies, to the amount of §9 69 yearly, which is equal, in present worth, to the sum of 
8161 50; and, our present supreme court, in a recent decision, in a cause Poultney vs. Wells, 
have, by a unanimous decision, established the principle, that, the legislature have not the 
poron to vary the appropriation of school lands, without the consent of towns; and if thein- 
iabitants acquiesce in any part of an act, in which such appropriation is varied, such acequies- 
cence amounts to an assent, and makes the whole act valid ;—thus establishing the principle, 
that if a law is unconstitutional in purt, it is in whole—Because it was an unwarrantable in- 
terference of the legislature, to further the political views of the minority of Dorset—was a 
most flagrant innovation upon the rights of its citizeus, and is totally repugnant to every prin- 
ciple of just and equitable legislation: And, finally, because it is sanctioning deceit and false- 
hood, and rewarding the offender with the spoils of his offence. With a full knowledge of all 
the facts, and a thorouzh conviction of the injustice of said vote, I utterly desapprove of the 
same, and enter my solemn protest against it, on the journals of the house.

It is not in my nature to have stood so long as I have 
done in this interesting relation to this house—to have received so many and so repeated 
marxs of regzrd—s» much of kindness and of charitable consideration—and such generous and 
cordial support in the arduous and difficult station in which the house has placed me—without 
a deep and lasting impression, and the most lively and grateiul sentiments ;—and I declare 
that I now retire from this seat with sentiments of the most profound respect and cordial good 
feeling toward the house, individually and collectively.

The select committee, raised on the memorial of the Iroquoise tribe of Indians, stating that 
their ancestors and themselves, have, from time immemorial, enjoyed and possessed, without 
interruption, until the rupture between the North-American colonies and Great Britain, a cer- 
tain tract of land in Vermont, lying east of Lake Champlain—and praying to be reinstated in- 
to the full and quiet enjoyment of their just rights, made the following 


REPORT: 


To the Hon. General Assembly, now sitting : 


The committee to whom was referred the memorial of the Iroquoise tribe of Indians, reporé, 
That in October, 1798, the same tribe of Indians presented a similar petition*or memorial to 
the legislature of this state, and a respectable cominittee appointed ; report made thereon and 
accepted; which report recommended that the governor make diligent inquiry into the found- 

sition and evidence of their claim, and cemmunicate the same to the then next session ; and one 
hundred dollars was given them to defray their expenscs, coming to and returning from the le- 
gislature, 

In pursuance of this request, the governor of this state inquired into the foundation of their 
claim, and communicated the result of his examination to the legislature of this state, at their 
October session, in the year of our Lord, 1799—that ,he could not find any evidence of their 
title or claim—and that if any claim ever existed, it has been long since extinguished by con- 
quest, in the war between the English and French, when the United States were colonies of 
Great Britain—and their tribe of Indians attached to the crown of France—and the territory, 
i luded|in said memorial, was included in the treaty of peace, made and concluded in 1763. 


They further find that this tribe of Indians, then or before, moved within the now limits of 
Canada, and have resided therg ever since, and have owed allegiance to, and been under the 
protection of, the king of Great Britain—That by that treaty of peace, the whole claim or ti- 
tle, if any ever existed, was completely extinguished. 

And your committee are of opinion, that if any doubt existed respecting the said claim, af- 
ter the treaty of 1763, that doubt has heen removed, and every equitable claim completely ex- 
tinsuished by the treaty of peace between the United States and his Brittanic majesty in 1783, 
and all right and claim transferred to the United States. 


Your committee further find, that a representation of the same tribe of Indians, again pre~ 


` 
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sented their claim to the legislature of this-state, at their October session, in 1800,—and, after 
repeated interviews between them and the governor of this state, representing and explaining 
to them in a clear and decisive manner, that if their ancestors ever had any claim to the lands 
in question, it had been long since extinguished.—And in consequence of their personal atten- 
dance, the legislature presented to them the sum of fifty dollars, to defray their expenses, with- 
put recognizing any right or claim, in law or equity. 

Your committee further report, that the chiefs of the same tribe again presented their-peti- 
tion at the session of the legislature in October, 1812, and the legislature gratuitously granted 
them two hundred dollars, to eonciliate their feelings, without recognizing any right or claim 
whatever, 

Whereupon, 

Your committee recommend to the legislature the consideration and adoption of the follow- 
ing resolution, to wit : 

Resolved, The governor and council concurring herein, that the governor of this state be 
requested to notify the petitioners, that the state of Vermont have often fully examined the 
merits of their claim to lands within this state, set forth in their petition—and have now re-ex- 
amined the same, and are of opinion that if any claim ever existed, in their ancestors, it was 
done away and extinguished by the treaty of peace, in the year of our Lord, 1763, between the 
king of Great Britain and the king of France—and also, by the treaty of peace in 1783, be- 
tween the United States and the king of Great Britain ;—and that the petitioners, at this time, 
have no claim or interest, either in law or equity, to any of the lands described in their peti- 


ion. :

Your committee to whom was referred the within resolutions of the governor and council, 
transmitted by his excellency to the house, beg Jeave to report, that they have attended to the 
subject contained in them, and have examined the constitution of this state, for the powers as- 
signed by that instrument to the governor and council, and to the house of representatives ;—~ 
and your committee find that the supreme legislative power is vested in the house of repre- 
sentatives, styled the general assembly of the state of Vermont, to whom power is expressly 
given to prepare bills and enact them into laws; and also it is declared that they shall have all 
other powers necessary for the legislature of a freé and sovereign state. They also find that 
the supreme executive power is vested in the governor and council, but that so far from their 
having legislative power, it is expressly declared that the legislative and executive departments 
shall be separate and distinct—so that neither shall exercise the power properly belonging to 
the other. With this plain definition ofthe power of the governor and council and of the house. 
of representatives, your committee cannot discover any thing in the constitution which gives 
to the governor and council, if they are not satisfied with the bill, any other power over it than 
to suspend the passing of it to the next session of the legislature; and as no power is given to 
the governor and couneil to suspend the passing of a bill, a second time, it necessarily follows 
that power is given to the house to pass a suspended bill into a law, without the concurrence 
of the governor and council. 


Your committee find the facts in relation to the law mentioned in the third resglution ofthe 
governor and council, to be, that at the session of the legislature in 1825, the bill having pas- 
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sed the house of tepresentatives, was sent to the govewpor and council, who returned it to the- 
house with proposals of amendment; which said ameéndinent the ‘house refused to adopt; and 
the governor and council suspended the passing of the bill until the presént session.

They had supposed that that body would, without resorting to any extraordinary 
or unusual measures, have readily submitted all questions, arising between it and the general 
assembly, involving their respective powers under the constitution, to the decision of the pro- 
per tribunals, From universal practice, all bills suspended in their passage by the governor 
and council, should be returned to the genéral assembly, where they originate, and where they 
rightfully belong ; and the committee believe, that in all other governments, even where the 
legislative power is divided between two co-ordinate branches, it is the practice, in all cases 
of disagreeing votes, to return the bills to the house where they originate. Ifthe powers clai- 
med for the general assembly, in a former report, are well founded, it surely is calculated to 
excite some suspicion that the esecutive council, having no powers given them by the consti- 
tution, in relation to the passage of laws, except that of. proposing amendments, and in case 
such amendments are not agreed to by the house, to suspend the passage of those laws until 
the next session of the legislature, should, by this unprecedented course of proceeding, attempt 
to obstruct the house in the legitimate exercise of its powers. 


The committee are at a loss to conjeeture what course the governer and council propese to 
take in relation to such bills, at the next session. , They cannot for a moment entertain the 
belief, that it is their intention to withheld them, altogether, fromthe house. Such a step 
would disclose an intrepidity in the acquisition of power, not to be presumed ; and should they 
return them early in the next session, it is, perhaps, of little consequence in whose hands they 
are kept during the intermediate time. 


Should, however, the governor and council persist in the resolution they have adopted, to 
the prejudice of the powers ofthe house, the committee would have no difficulty in pointing 
out 2 mode which would enable the house to keep its papers under its safe control. Presum- 
ing, however, that farther consideration will induce the governor and council to recede from 
the step they have taken, they have come to the conclusion to report, that, in their opinion, it 
is inexpedient for the general assembly to adopt, at this time, any measure to counteract the
